Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Third  Annual 
Report  of  the  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
City  of  Ripon  for  the  year  ending  3 1st  of  December,  1913. 

1  have  received  and  filled  up  the  usual  returns  from  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  West  Riding  County  Council, 
copies  of  which  are  annexed  hereunto. 

I  have  shown  in  these  returns  the  deaths  in  Public 

Institutions  apart  from  the  rest  of  the  City,  and  also  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  in  the  City  of  persons  not  belonging  thereto. 
A  summary  of  these  returns  gives  the  following  particulars. 

BIRTHS. 

During  1913  the  number  of  births  registered  was  148,  of 
which  80  were  Males  and  68  Females,  giving  a  Birth-rate  of  18 
per  thousand,  as  compared  with  154  in  1912,  163  in  1911,  173  in 
1910,  and  184  in  1909,  which  shows  a  further  increased  decline 
of  the  Birth-rate.  Of  the  above  13  were  illegitimate,  as 

compared  with  12  for  1912,  14  for  1911,  and  13  for  1910.  The 

Birth-rate  for  1912  England  and  Wales  was  23*8  (lowest  on 

record),  and  for  1911  24*4  per  thousand. 
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DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  City  in  1913 
was  111  as  compared  with  107  in  1912.  Of  the  above  deaths  23 
occurred  in  the  Union  Infirmary  and  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  above  figures  give  a  death-rate  for  the  whole  City  of 
I  3*5  per  1000,  or  exclusive  of  Public  Institutions,  10*7  per  1000. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  City  in  1912  was  13’1  per 
1000,  in  1911  was  16*5  per  1000,  in  1910  it  was  13  per  1000  (on 
the  over  estimated  population). 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  there  were  14  deaths  registered  of  Infants 
under  1  year  of  age,  giving  a  rate  of  94'5  per  1000  of  the  Births, 
in  England  and  Wales  1912,  95'0  per  1000.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  Zymotic  Diseases  in  1913, 
viz.  : — one  of  Whooping  Cough.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  *013 
per  1000.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1912  was  0'99,  and  1911  was  1‘88  per  1000. 
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OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  4  deaths  from 
Phthisis,  1  from  other  forms  of  Tubercular  Disease,  8  from 
Pneumonia,  13  from  Bronchitis,  14  from  Malignant  Disease,  15 
from  Senile  Decay,  and  the  rest  from  various  causes  as  shown  on 
Table  III. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

There  have  been  13  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  20  in  1912,  and  34  in 
1911,  7  of  Scarlet  Fever  (all  mild),  2  of  Diphtheria,  1  of  Enteric 
Fever  (Typhoid),  2  of  Erysipelas,  and  1  of  Puerperal  Fever. 
Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  Act,  1911,  there  have  been 
1 1  notifications.

The  last  2  years  I  have  recommended  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee  3  principal  defects,  which  are  made 
mention  of  in  the  report  of  Dr.  Kaye,  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

1.  The  paving  of  yards  with  impervious  materials. 

2.  The  abolition  of  all  open  privies. 

3.  The  provision  of  sinks  with  trapped  waste  pipes. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  great  activity  of  the 
Corporation,  their  Sanitary  Committee  and  Officers,  and  the 
following  gives  complete  details  of  the  work,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report  to  the  Council.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Second  Annual 
Report,  giving  as  far  as  possible  a  detailed  account  of  the 
sanitary  improvements  carried  out,  nuisances  abated,  notices 
served,  and  inspections  made  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Housing  of  District  Regulations,  88  houses  have 
been  inspected,  and  the  nuisances  found  to  exist  have  been  abated, 
or  the  work  is'in  hand.

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In  connection  with  nuisances  registered,  106  preliminary 
notices  and  69  legal  notices  have  been  served,  209  inspections 
have  been  made  (other  than  the  above),  and  402  revisits  have 
been  made  where  work  has  been  in  progress. 

Daring  the  year  54  complainrs  have  been  received,  all  of 
which  have  been  attended  to. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  each  case  inspection  has  been  made  of  the  premises  to 
ascertain  the  condition  of  the  sanitary  arrangements,  and  if  found 
defective  notice  was  served  to  rectify  the  same.  The  premises 
were  disinfected,  following  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital. 

A  letter  in  each  case  has  been  sent  to  the  head  master  of 
the  school,  notifying  the  existence  of  disease,  and  the  exclusion 
of  contacts  from  school. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1890  to  1909. 

Closing  orders  have  been  served  upon  the  owners  of 
numbers  1  to  10  (inclusive),  Queen’s  Head  Yard,  No.  8, 
Stonebridgegate,  numbers  7,  9,  and  9a,  Water  Skellgate,  and 
No.  46,  Allhallowgate. 

A  demolition  order  has  been  served  upon  the  owner  of  46, 
Allhallowgate,  and  the  house  has  since  been  abolished.

Determining  orders  have  been  issued  to  owners  of  property 
numbers  10  to  15  (inclusive),  Water  Skellgate,  and  numbers  1  to 
6,  Heath’s  Court. 

The  houses  1,  2,  3,  &  4,  High  St.  Agnesgate,  have  been 
converted  into  the  present  museum,  and  one  house,  No.  32, 
Bondgate  Green  Lane,  has  been  taken  down,  and  the  site  used 
for  extension  for  the  Navigation  Inn,  Canal  Road. 
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TOWN  PLANNING. 

During  the  past  year  the  Corporation  have  had  under  con¬ 
sideration  a  scheme  of  Town  Planning  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
City,  but  owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  subject  the  Council 
postponed  the  question  for  the  present,  but  it  is  expected  that 
the  subject  will  be  taken  up  again  next  year.

Two  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for 
analysis,  one  from  a  well  in  Bondgate,  and  the  other  from  a  well 
at  the  rear  of  Hillshaw  Nurseries,  and  the  latter  was  certified  to 
be  polluted  by  sewage,  the  owner  was  interviewed  regarding  the 
same,  and  the  well  closed. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  three  registered  lodging  houses  in  the  City,  and 
during  the  year  120  inspections  have  been  made.  In  four  cases 
letters  have  been  sent  to  the  lodging  house  keepers  for  breach  of 
bye-laws,  viz.,  separation  of  sexes  1,  dirty  rooms  and  yards  2, 
limewashing  1.  In  each  case  the  necessary  work  was  carried 
out. 

COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  18  registered  cowkeepers,  17  of  which  sell  milk 
in  the  City,  there  are  also  14  registered  purveyors  of  milk  (other 
than  the  above).  +8  inspections  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  11  notices  have  been  given  to  limewash  and  cleanse 
the  buildings. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  68  registered  workshops  in  the  City,  other  than 
workshop  bakehouses.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION. 

Where  a  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  notified  the 
premises  have  been  inspected  to  ascertain  the  sanitary  conditions, 
and  the  premises  have  been  immediately  disinfected  following 
removal  of  the  patient,  and  the  contacts  have  been  excluded 
from  school  for  the  quarantine  period. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

17  defects  have  been  found  in  connection  with  Factories 
and  Workshops,  5  in  connection  witii  unsuitable  or  defective 
sanitary  accommodation,  1  for  want  of  ventilation,  7  for  dirty 
workshops,  3  for  breach  of  sanitary  requirements  in  bakehouses, 
and  1  for  other  nuisances. 
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These  have  all  been  remedied,  and  the  requirements  of  the 
above  Act  have  been  complied  with  in  the  other  premises  with 
the  exception  of  1,  and  this  is  in  hand. 


COWSHEDS. 

I  have  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies  throughout  the  City,  and  found  them  all  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

In  company  with  Mr.  Simpson,  I  have  visited  the  Slaughter 
Houses,  and  they  have  been  kept  cleaner  and  oftener  whitewashed 
than  previously.  I  do  not,  at  present,  favour  a  public  abattoir, 
until  compelled  to  do  so  by  the  Government. 

I  have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
and  have  when  required,  given  advice  on  matters  affecting  the 
public  health.

RIPON  as  a  SPA  &  HEALTH  RESORT

HE  ancient  City  of  Ripon, 
one  of  the  oldest  in 
England,  covers  an  attractive 
site  near  to  the  confluence  of 
the  Ure,  the  Shell  and  the 
Laver,  three  West  Riding 
streams  renowned  for  their  trout 
and  grayling.  It  is  29^2  miles 
from  Leeds,  35  from  Bradford, 
it  from  Harrogate,  23  Jd  from 
York,  30  from  Darlington,  102  from  Liverpool, 
70  from  Newcastle-on-Tvne,  and  60  from 
Scarborough.  Its  grand  old  Cathedral  Church,  dedicated  to  SS. 
Peter  and  Wilfrid,  comprises  examples  of  the  architectural  styles 
that  prevailed  from  the  Norman  to  the  Perpendicular  period,  but  is 
chiefly  distinguished  by  its  fine  early  English  and  Decorated  work. 
Within  three  miles  of  the  Market  Place  is  Studley  Royal,  the  noble 
demesne  of  the  Marquess  of  Ripon,  through  which  visitors 
approach  the  beautiful  and  extensive  ruins  of  Eountains  Abbey,  and 
the  grand  Jacobean  mansion  of  Eountains  Hall.  Other  attractions 
are  Hackfall,  a  charming  bit  of  glen  scenery,  in  the  richly  wooded 
Ure  valley,  the  Dallow  Gill  and  Lumley  Moors,  Brimham  Rocks, 
the  interesting  churches  of  Tanfield,  Kirkby  Malzeard,  Kirkbv  on  the 
Moor,  Aldborough,  Topcliffe  and  Masham  ;  the  moated,  castellated 
manor  house  of  Markenfield  Hall,  the  remains  of  Ivnaresborough 
Castle,  the  Roman  Station  of  Aldborough  and  Boroughbridge. 


It  is  in  this  old  City  that  the  ancient  customs  of  sounding  the 
Mayor’s  Horn  at  the  Market  Cross,  and  ringing  the  Curfew  Bell  from 
the  Cathedral  Tower,  at  nine  o’clock  every  evening,  are  still  upheld. 


Ripon  enjoys  the  advantages  of  direct  railway  communication  with 
all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Excellent  Services  of  through 
expresses  travel  thither  from  London,  Liverpool,  Manchester, 
Huddersfield,  Leeds,  Sunderland  and  Newcastle.  Passengers  from 
Plymouth,  Bristol,  Cardiff,  Birmingham  and  Sheffield,  can  exchange 


carriages  at  Leeds.  Ripon  is  now  placed  within  a  journey  of  4^2 
hours  from  London,  2  U  hours  from  Hull,  55  minutes  from  Leeds, 
65  minutes  from  York,  2*4  hours  from  Sunderland,  2  hours  from 
Newcastle,  4 hours  from  Edinburgh,  and  6  hours  from  Glasgow. 

The  City  is  well  wooded  and  watered,  the  subsoil  is  principally 
gravel  and  red  sand,  and  the  climate  mild  and  very  salubrious.

The  City  is  remarkably  healthy,  the  death-rate  being  low.  Nearly 
one-half  of  the  deaths  last  year  were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and 
upwards. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  is  one  of  the  most  complete  in  the  Kingdom. 
The  Water  and  Gas  Works  are  the  property  of  the  Corporation. 

There  is  a  first  grade  Grammar  School,  established  in  1555,  re¬ 
organised  under  a  new  scheme  in  1872,  and  again  in  1909.  Also  an 
excellent  Secondary  School  for  Girls,  established  under  the  auspices 
of  the  W7est  Riding  Countv  Council. 

There  are  excellent  Clubs  and  Newsrooms,  Cricket,  Football, 
Golf,  Bowls,  Lawn  Tennis  and  Hockey  Clubs.  First-class  Fishing 
and  Hunting,  also  Boating  and  facilities  for  River  Bathing. 

As  a  Rural  Holiday  Centre  for  Walks,  Drives,  Cycling,  and 
Railway  Excursions  through  a  well  watered  and  picturesque  country¬ 
side,  Ripon  deserves  warm  commendation. 

The  Corporation  of  Ripon  are  utilising  the  advantages  provided  by 
nature,  by  developing  a  Spa  on  popular  lines  as  an  addition  to  the 
attractions  of  the  old-world  Cathedral  City.  The  sulphur  spring, 
situated  at  Aldfield,  four  miles  from  the  City,  has  been  known  and 
utilised  for  many  generations,  and  in  1900  the  water  was  conveyed  in 
pipes  to  Ripon  without  any  deterioration  in  quality.  Of  this  water 
the  great  analyst,  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  M.D.,  said,  “This 
is  an  excellent  mild  and  aperient  water  of  great  organic  purity  .  .  . 
and  one  that  will  prove  highly  beneficial  to  those  taking  it  under 
medical  adviced'-  And  the  eminent  authority,  Sir  Hermann  Weber, 
M.D.,  says,  “  Under  judicious  medical  advice  the  Aldfield  Springs 
can  be  advantageously  used  for  a  great  variety  of  diseases.'" 

Apartments  are  to  be  had  in  the  villages  and  at  the  Farm  Houses 
at  a  convenient  distance  from  Ripon,  as  well  as  in. the  City,  and  there 
is  an  excellent  Hydro  close  to  the  Spa  Baths.
